View: However, the Intention of our meeting here, and the 
E  Subſerviency of the Purpoſes of this Eſtabliſhment to thoſe ex- 
„cellent Ends, the Glory of God, and the Promotion of his Re- 
ligion, call upon me to conſider, and to remind you for your 
E Encouragement to proceed in the Relolution of ſupporting and 
= advancing the Intereſts of Georgia; fome Reaſons of Utility 
and political Advantage thence ariſing to this Kingdom. 
Bor here, I muit deſpair of being able to add any Weight 
of Evidence to convince you of the Nility of this Colony. 
Whether we have Reſpect to the Profits of Commerce, or to 
the Conveniences of Navigation, or indeed to any other inferior 
FE: Advantages; Thele are Particulars already exhauſted by thoſe 
who have diſcourſed ſo largely, and ſo well, upon them, as to 
leave Room for ſcarce any Thing but Repetition, at this Time 
oO Day, upon the copious Subject.---Thole worthy Perſons, the 
E Honourable Truſtecs for eſtabliſhing the Colony of Georgia, 
are, I doubt not, fully ſatisfied of the Uſefulneſs of their En- 
gagements, and underſtand the Nature and Reaſons of that 
Truſt which is repoſed in them, too fully, to make it neceſ- 
ſary for me to attempt their Inſtruction. However, it is expe- 
dient ſometimes to employ a particular Attention even upon the 
plaineſt Things, becauſe they are the plaineſt, and therefore, 
like Objects continually before our Eyes, and making conſtant 
Impreſſion upon us, are, for that Reaſon, apt to paſs without 
particular Notice---Let us then now take Occaſion to reflect 
with particular Attention upon thoſe manifeſt Reaſons of the 
Eſtabliſhment of this Colony of Georgia, which have often 
been produced to the entire Conviction of thoſe who have been 
dilpoſed to examine them with a ſincere unbiaſſed Judgment.

Are they not generally 
ſuch as would leave their native Home, and go Elſeubere, if 


there were no Colonies for their Reception? People driven 
rom their Country by Poverty, or Hardſhips, or accidental 
Calamities, or allured by Proſpects of thriving better, or of 
acquiring Fortunes in other Countries? And may not ſuch as 
Theſe be invited, and comfortably received and provided for by 
bur Colonies? Abroad they will go, and we muſt be without 
them; but if they go into our Colonies, they will, however, 
not de entirely 4% to us. So ſituated, they will, in ſome Re- 
Jvc, be ſtill Ours, and we Theirs, by living under the com- 
mon Protection of the fame Laws and Government, and the 
Alliance of mutual Intereſts: Whereas, had we no Colonies to 


bid em an hoſpitable Welcome, they would be loſt to us, and 


moreover, in ſome Meaſure, become our Enemies---Thus far 
Four Enemies, by becoming an Addition to the Number and 
Strength of ſome other Country, which, in Effect, would be 
doubling the Inconvenience that is ſuppoſed to 8 from the 
which Loſs, even tho we had no Colonies, we 
Elhould equally ſuſtain------Again: As Colonies are of ſignal 
Uſe to us, in retaining many of our People from going over to 
thoſe Countries where they would be abſolutely loſt to us, and.

the Chriſtian Politician, whether the glorious Proſpect of pro- 
moting Religion, which 1s above all elſe that is valuable ; the 
Salvation of Souls (which, however, by the Juſtice of God, not 
liable to the poſitive Goſpel Penalties of Infidelity, are jet 
certainly without the Goſpel Covenant, and ſo not intitled to 
the Goſpel Rewards and Privileges) the extending the King- 
dom of Chriſt upon Earth: Whether theſe be not Things af 
infinitely greater Moment than any Temporal Emoluments or 
Advantages ; and ought not (Chriſtianly ſpeaking) ought not 
the grand Principle of univerſal Love or Benevolence, to bear 
down a few ſuppoſed political Diſadvantages in ſuch Caſe, a
